resin tat ion of the Irish ebaiaeter, and 
yet in its intention it is a kindly and 
hu man cu stom. 
To tlx.se who do not 
u ndirstaiifl the Irish natu re, or fix im 
pu lses which move if, th« drinking, 
smoking and conversation which take 
place at “ wakes” appear incongru ou s 
and repu lsive. 
To the Jri:-h pimple, on 
the other hand, there is something very 
cold, u nfeeling and repellent in the 
English cu stom of leaving the corpse 
shu t u p in a room, all alone, deserted, 
i as it were, by tlx* family. 
In Ireland 
| we keep close company with ou r dead 
j to the very last moment. 
“ W aking” means “ watching.” 
Wo 
watch affectionately by the body of a 
dead relative or friend u ntil the time 
arrives to depart for the bu rial grou nd. 
The body is laid oil the bed, covered 
with a white sheet, leaving exposed the 
head and 
fix * hands crossed rever* nflv 
on tlx* breast. 
The walls abou t the bed 
are covered with sle ets, on which are 
often 
Jiiing 
branches of flowers and 
lau rel leave*. 
Seven lighted candies 
stand on a table near the bed. The room 
is frequ ently sprinkled with holy water 
to keep off the « vil spirits who may be 
hovering arou nd, and on the corpse is a 
large plate of salt, which is believed to 
he 
hygii iiu ally 
efficaciou s 
for 
the 
watchers. 
The Irish people are gregariou s in 
their instincts. 
They never like to he 
alone, and this feeling fu r companion 
ship is strongest when death lias visit­ 
ed them closely. 
A family deprived of 
a member by death seeks consolation 
from the neighbors, and tlx: m ightu rs, 
ever qu ick in sympathy, in joy or in 
sorrow, crowd in to cheer u p the spirits 
of 
the 
bereaved, 
to 
distract 
th« *ii 
thou ghts from their sad loss. 
First en 
tering the room where the corpse lies 
they kneel and say a prayer. 
Bu t the 
manifestation of sorrow is confined to 
the chamber of death. 
Ou tside, in the 
wide kiteix o, the neighbors assemble, 
and snu ff, pipes and tobacco, whisky 
and stou t arc su pplied to them. 
There are “ wakes” «if which stories 
are told, forfeits are played and a lit 
tie drollery indu lged in, bu t, as a ru le, 
while evt ry effort is made by the watch 
er- to blu nt th« * edge of sorrow, perfect 
decoru m is pres« , rved, and not an mi 
seemly word is spoken. 
I have been at 
many “ wakes,” and certainly f have 
never heard a song su ng, thou gh it.

often said—of cou rse by those who do 
not know**—that singing is a common 
practice at these assemblies, Moreoviu . 
there is a motiv« — fou nded u pon snpei 
stition, it is tru e*— for checking 
tile 
manifestations of grief in the presence 
oi the death In .some ports oi Ireland it 
is believed that the sou l of a depat t ed 
person is made restless by the tears « nd 
regrets of su rviving trie tin and rela­ 
tives, and that, u nable to get to heaven 
it hovers abou t the earth m til the sor­ 
row' lor its departu re is 
appeased. 
Mou rmrs may, therefore, he sc« n at 
“ wakes” stru ggling 
to repre-s their

enou gh, bu t a lau ndry which can stih- 
| fctaiifiafo its claim to being the largest 
! in the world, which u se« a ton of soap 
j a day and yet washes none of the pu b- 
j lie’s linen, wou ld so m to be an ano m­ 
aly 
.Su ch a lau ndry is 
the one at 
Pu llman, ills,, maintained by the Pu ll­ 
man Palace Car company for the wash­ 
ing and ironing of the thou sands of 
sheets, pillowcases 
and 
similar fu r­ 
nishings in daily u se on its sleeping 
cars throu ghou t the cou ntry 
The bu ilding is a handsome brick and 
stone stru ctu re of two stories. 
To tins bu ilding com« s every mo rn­ 
ing by ex press soi led linen in carload 
lets. These are delivered at the cast end 
of the bu ilding in squ are canvas bags 
of u niform size, and eacii is carefu lly 
labeled and nu mbered. 
The work of 
packing and hilling 
the content.« of 
these l ags has been done at six differ­ 
ent- depots in the city, whore an accu ­ 
rate record <*f each day s receipts and 
(¡¡'hnrsements is kept. 
When tlx.* hags 
are opened at Pu llman the pieces are 
recou nted and filled in a promiscu ou s 
R a p u pon the floor. 
No effort is made 
to retu rn to a car the exact su pplms re­ 
ceived from it. save in nu mber and 
kinds, 
A pica* of linen on a Pu llman 
car is never u sed a see aid time u ntil it 
has been retu rned from the lau ndry 
Thu s the week’s occu pant of a sleeping 
car gets fresh six 
t a nd pillowslips 
each night.

basket into which the linen is packed 
These baskets are circu lar in shape and 
revolve l,r >00 times a minu te for 10 or 
lb minu tes, throwing off the water by 
centrifu gal force u ntil tin* contents art 
nearly dry. When su fficiently dried the 
pieces, which are packed in almost solid 
masses, are taken ou t by men and placed 
in machines called tu mblers. 
These machines are merely revolving 
wooden cylinders, with interior arrange 
merits for shaking ou t tho mass con 
signed to them. 
In a few moments the 
pieces are all separated. 
Girls then 
empty the tu mblers and smooth ou t 
the pieces preparatory 
to consigning 
them to tlx> mangles or ironing mu 
chiix's. 
There are eight of the largest size dn 
plex mangles for ear linen. 
Each con 
sists of a hollow metallic cylinder 10« 
inches long and 
24 inches in diameter 
TJiero arc also live felt covered rollers 
coming in contact with each cylinder 
for tix* pu rpose <d feeding tho piece.* 
smoothly and absorbing tho remaining 
moistu re. 
After passing throu gh tbes« 
machines, tho ironing portions ol which 
aro kept at 400 degrees by means of 
steam, the linen emerges beau tifu lly 
ironed and finished on both sides. Girls 
operate the machines. 
They also fold, 
sort and no the variou s articles prepar­ 
atory to the cou nting and packing. 
The packing is done in bu ndles con­ 
sisting of ten sheets or 25 pillowslips, 
or an approximate nu mber of napkins, 
towels and tire like. 
These bu ndles ar» 
placed in canvas boxes. Each box holds 
200 sheets or 1,000 of the smaller pieces. 
The boxes aro then sealed and loaded 
into ears at tho west end of the bu ild­ 
ing. These ears go to the city by ex pres, 
and the goods arc delivered to the van 
ou s stations by express u s they may la 
requ ired. 
The nu mber of employees needed te 
carry on the work u pon tlx* iirst floor 
of the lau ndry are 10«* woven and one 
fifth of that nu mber of men. The latter 
are u sed m the heavier operations, th« 
girls, white capped and white aproned, 
attending to the lighter du ties of tlx 
place. 
The second floor is devoted to starch 
work, su ch i\< coats and caps of wait« rs 
on the dining cars. 
Here ironing and 
polishing machines oi lesser sort an 
fou nd. Abou t -.»0 operatives are here en
